Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  Article  III,  Chapter  I,  Section  II,  I  submit  herewith  my 
estimate,  in  detail,  of  the  probable  expenses  and  revenues  for  financial 
operation  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  1917-18,  together  with  an  abstract 
of  the  estimated  total  expenses  for  each  department. 

The  compilation  of  these  estimates  has  been  made,  as  heretofore,  in 
conformity  with  the  plans  suggested  and  advocated  by  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Census  and  Statistics,  explained  to  you  in  the  communication 
accompanying  each  budget  prepared  and  submitted  by  me  since  I 
assumed  the  duties  of  Auditor,  and  which,  I  am  pleased  to  note,  has  been 
closely  followed  (as  to  the  general  plan)  by  the  experts  engaged  by  your 
committee  to  install  a  "new"  system  of  accounting. 

In  the  Budget  Estimate  you  will  see  as  heretofore  that  each  item  of 
expense  is  segregated,  coded  and  arranged  under  its  proper  department 
and  classification^  to  serve  not  only  as  an  invaluable  guide  to  you,  but 
also  to  provide  a  form  which  will  enable  the  municipal  offices,  as  well  as 
the  uninitiated,  to  arrive  at  the  unit  cost. 

Owing  to  the  world-wide  disturbances,  affecting  conditions  in  all 
municipalities,  I  have  refrained  from  recommending  appropriations  for 
any  purpose  whatsoever  not  absolutely  necessary  to  the  public  welfare. 

Normal  conditions  having  been  restored  in  the  city,  and  the  build- 
ings and  improvements  provided  for  by  the  bond  issues  having  been 
completed,  to-wit — Hospitals,  Jail,  City  Hall,  Hall  of  Justice,  Public 
Library,  Fire  Protection  System,  Municipal  Eailway,  Schools  and 
Sewers — afford  a  sufficient  explanation  of  my  attitude  in  either  elimin- 
ating certain  bureaus  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
or  reducing  the  force  of  employes  engaged  therein  to  correspond  with 
that  which  obtained  in  1908. 

For  example:  As  a  result  of  my  investigations  I  find  that  the 
Bureau  of  Architecture  is  fully  equipped  and  I  believe  is  competent  and 
able  to  prepare  all  plans  necessary  for  the  construction  of  new  buildings 
likely  to  be  required  by  the  City.  For  this  reason  I  would  recommend 
that  no  outside  architects  be  engaged.  A  large  sum  (exceeding  $100,000) 
was  paid  for  this  outside  service  last  year.  If,  however,  it  shall  be  the 
poUcy  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  continue  to  engage  outside  archi- 
tects, then  it  is  my  recommendation  that  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  be 
completely  abolished.    I  also  recommend  that  the  Special  Building  In- 
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specters,  provided  for  under  the  different  bond  issues  or  special  appro- 
priations, be  entirely  done  away  with  and  all  of  this  service  be  performed 
by  the  inspectors  now  employed  under  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection, 
the  present  force  being  sufficient  for  that  purpose. 

The  Bureau  for  Special  Emergency  Sanitary  Measures  is  no  longer 
required  as  the  emergency  which  called  it  into  being  has  ceased.  Should 
occasion  arise  for  this  class  of  work  it  can  be  performed  by  the  permanent 
Bureau  of  Inspection. 

For  the  reason  that  a  new  Charter  amendment  provides  for  only  one 
election  annually,  I  have  recommended  a  considerable  reduction  in  the 
appropriation  allotted  to  the  Department  of  Elections.  Should  a  special 
election  be  called,  a  fund  of  $50,000  has  been  provided  for  that  purpose. 

I  wish  to  invite  particular  attention  to  the  Police  and  Firemen 's 
Relief  Pension  Funds,  to  the  end  that  the  greatest  care  shall  be  observed 
in  their  administration.  Tbe  rapid  and  startling  increase  in  the  sums  paid 
out  in  this  connection  ($128,000  in  1909  having  grown  to  more  than 
$227,000  for  this  fiscal  year)  constitutes  a  positive  menace  to  the  future 
adequacy  of  these  funds  to  serve  as  secure  protection  for  those  retired 
on  the  age  limit.  That  this  may  be  in  a  measure  safeguarded  through  the 
adoption  of  a  modified  form  of  the  plan  of  the  federal  government  in 
recalling,  when  needed,  its  retired  officers,  appeals  to  me  as  feasible. 
There  are  numerous  men  drawing  pensions  who  are  able  to  and  do  engage 
in  active  work  and  are  thoroughly  able  to  undertake  the  duties  of  inside 
positions  now  being  performed  by  able-bodied  men. 

I  have  recommended  the  sum  of  $1,758,540  for  Streets  and  Lighting, 
Sewers  and  Highways,  and  have  made  a  separate  appropriation  of 
$117,800  for  the  Engineering  and  Survey  Departments,  constituting  a 
total  of  $1,876,340. 

I  have  based  my  estimate  of  revenue  for  the  year  1917-18  on  an 
assessed  valuation  of  $546,000,000,  which  is  an  advance  of  only  $4,000,000 
over  last  year 's  assessment.  There  have  been  during  the  past  year  build- 
ing permits  issued  representing  $15,000,000  of  improvements.  There 
has  also  been  an  abnormal  increase  in  the  values  of  commodities, 
reaching  in  the  majority  of  instances  fully  one  hundred  per  cent,  so 
that  after  making  a  liberal  allowance  for  depreciation  of  buildings, 
an  increase  of  only  $4,000,000  appeals  to  me  as  being  ultra-conserva- 
tive. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  realty  value  increase  is  shown  in  the  single 
item  of  the  Exposition  lands.  The  area  occupied  by  the  Panama-Pacific 
International  Exposition  was  assessed  in  1911  in  the  sum  of  $1,476,400, 
when  a  considerable  portion  of  it  was  under  water.  During  the  past 
six  years  the  assessed  valuation  was  merely  nominal,  being  in  the 
sum  of  $251,530.  The  entire  property  is  now  reclaimed  and  unques- 
tionably represents  more  than  double  its  former  value. 
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You  will  observe  that  my  Budget  estimate  involves  a  tax  levy  of 
$2,227  on  each  $100.00  valuation,  which  is  $.1015  less  than  the  Charter 
limitation.  If  in  your  judgment  you  decide  to  provide  for  possible 
increases  in  cost  of  living,  war  emergencies  and  improvement  activities, 
which  I  have  not  taken  into  consideration,  and  fix  the  tax  levy  at  the 
Charter  limit  you  will  then  have  the  sum  of  $554,190  to  meet  such 
contingencies. 

From  a  personal  survey  of  the  entire  situation  I  am  profoundly 
impressed  with  the  grave  injustice  evident  in  the  wide  differences  exist- 
ing in  the  salaries  paid  to  employes  of  the  several  departments  of  the  city 
government.  I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  Section  III,  Chapter  I, 
Article  VI,  of  the  Charter,  in  which  the  following  clause  appears: 
"  *  *  *  )-,^^^  compensation  to  any  employe  shall  be  greater  than 
is  paid  in  the  case  of  similar  employments. ' '  In  order  to  establish  my 
contention  in  this  particular,  I  submit  herewith  a  schedule  showing  the 
total  salary  roll  of  the  eight  highest  paid  men  performing  clerical  duties 
in  the  Auditor 's  department,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board 
of  Supervisors:

Section  I,  Chapter  II,  Article  IV,  of  the  Charter  designates  the 
Auditor  as  the  head  of  the  Finance  Department  of  the  City  and  County. 
For  this  reason  I  am  referring  to  the  Auditor's  force  as  a  standard  of 
efficiency.  The  Auditor 's  employes  included  in  the  stated  number  have 
been  continuously  employed  from  12  to  25  years,  are  thoroughly 
competent  to  transact  the  duties  of  the  office,  and,  as  in  this  department 
are  kept  the  accounts  of  all  departments,  while  employes  in  other  offices 
have  only  matters  pertaining  to  a  single  department  to  discuss,  the 
Auditor 's  force  is  recognized  as;  expert  in  municipal  accounting.  At 
the  same  time  to  my  personal  knowledge  there  are  employes  engaged  in 
the  offices  of  the  County  Clerk,  Recorder,  Tax  Collector,  Assessor,  etc., 
who  are  thoroughly  efficient  and  who  having  entered  the  city's  employ 
twenty  years  ago,  have  faced  years  of  faithful  service  without  the 
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stimulus  of  hope  of  increase.  These  men  are  equal  in  efficiency  with 
those  employes  so  fortunate  as  to  be  employed  in  department  where  the 
Charter  permits  such  departments  to  fix  and  arbitrarily  increase  the 
salaries.  This  discloses  so  manifestly  unjust  attitude  on  the  part  of  the 
municipality  in  the  treatment  accorded  to  employes  of  acknowledged 
efficiency  that  I  urgently  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Bureau  for  the  Standardization  of  Salaries,  which  shall  be 
free  from  bias  and  otherwise  be  capable  of  determining  the  capacities 
of  men  and  the  value  of  services  rendered.  The  correction  of  this 
condition  will  not  necessarily  involve  any  increase  in  the  total  of 
salaries  paid,  but  will  regulate  salaries  by  merit  and  not  by  individual 
preferment  in  the  face  of  seniority  of  service  and  higher  capabilities. 

As  Auditor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  it  does  not  lie 
within  my  authority  to  correct  inequalities  or  to  refuse  to  withhold 
approval  of  salary  demands,  but  I  do  feel  it  incumbent  upon  me,  in  the 
interest  alike  of  the  public  and  its  employes,  to  strive  through  suggestion 
to  establish  equitable  conditions  in  the  particular  premises  under  dis- 
cussion.
